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The  Pacifica  mission  has  stayed  con- 
stant down  through  the  years.  But  the 
world  changes,  and  the  way  we  strive 
to  follow  that  mission  changes  too.  We 
are  examining  our  programming  with 
an  eye  to  altering  it.  We  want  to  make  it 
more  accessible  to  the  listeners  and 
more  reflective  of  the  diversity  of 
Southern  Calif onua.  Your  input  is  wel- 
comed. I  will  be  on  the  air  talking 
about  this  and  taking  your  calls  on  Mon- 
day, April  5  at  9.-00  am,  Wednesday,  April  14  at  4:00  pm;  Saturday,  April  24  at 
10:30  am  and  Thursday,  May  13th  at  7.-00  pm.  If  you  can't  call  then,  or  if  you 
prefer  writing,  please  do  write  to  me  here  at  KPFK.  Comments  received  from 
listeners  have  already  been  helpful  in  this  process. 

Our  last  on-air  fund  drive  probably  caught  your  attention.  We  must  thank 
the  thousands  of  people  who  called  in  to  support  the  station  with  a  donation. 
If  you  were  listening  to  the  dramatic  finale  of  the  drive  on  its  last  Friday 
night,  you  know  that  the  final  total  was  almost  $250,000.  We  are  proud  that 
so  many  of  you  care  enough  about  KPFK  to  actually  give  up  some  of  your 
money  to  keep  the  station  going. 

Like  many  other  organizations  supported  by  donations,  we  are  finding 
that  it  is  more  difficult  than  ever  to  bring  in  the  amount  we  need.  This  time 
we  did  fall  short  of  our  fund  drive  goal  -  about  $75,000  below  budget  projec- 
tions. So,  we  will  try  harder.  We  are  currently  discussing  a  number  of  options 
to  supplement  our  income.  We  have  to  bring  in  the  money  that  will  allow  us 
to  not  only  avoid  cutbacks,  but  to  grow.  Most  of  the  requests  we  hear  from 
you  for  improvements  in  the  station  do,  in  fact,  require  more  dollars.  We  will 
work  to  raise  those  dollars  so  the  station  can  improve  for  you. 

African-American  History  Month  has  come  arid  gone,  but  the  people  of 
African  heritage  have  to  deal  with  America's  "white  problem"  all  year. 
KPFK's  programming  continues  to  address  this  problem  after  the  shortest 
month  of  the  year  is  over.  But  February  still  allowed  us  a  chance  to  highlight 
the  issues.  We  featured  a  lot  of  speakers,  discussions  and  stories.  The  pro- 
gramming that  has  caused  the  most  comment  so  far  was  "Afrikan  Mental 
Liberation  Weekend"  because  some  of  the  programs  were  controversial,  and 
also  because  the  program's  producer  complained  on  air  that  the  station  was 
oppressive  to  him  in  setting  conditions  for  the  show.  We  certainly  did  have 
some  disagreements  with  the  producer  about  how  the  program  was  present- 
ed (as  we  do  with  many  producers  who  propose  programs  to  us). 

However,  it  seems  to  me  that,  more  important  than  our  disagreements 
with  any  particular  producer,  is  the  fact  that  KPFK  is  willing  and  interested 
in  covering  the  kinds  of  voices  that  were  represented  on  our  air  in  February. 
We  are  committed  to  doing  that  in  accordance  with  Pacifica's  mission  and 
policies.  Sometimes  that  does  result  in  disagreements  with  producers,  and 
sometimes  it  results  in  disagreements  with  people  who  think  we  shouldn't 
have  those  voices  on  the  air  at  all.  But  KPFK  will  continue  to  broadcast  pro- 
grams that  put  these  issues  on  the  table  for  our  listeners'  consideration.
